Bold Attempt to Bob the Pasaenger* in 
a Sleeper.

bold attempt tn rob the passengers in the 
sleeper attached to the express tram on 
the Pittsburgh, Ft Wayne & Chicago rail- 
way, which left Chicago at 3:16 p. m. yes- 
terday, was made on the arrival of the 
train In the Fort Wayne depot at 11:10 p.

Mr. Miller, a prominent commission 


merchant of this city, was one of the pas- 
sengers, and to-day related a thrilling ex 
perience. He says. 


"The train had barely halted, when 


an unusually rough-looking man entered 
the door of the sleeper and begged for 
money to secure a night's lodging. He 
passed through to the roar, and, on giving 
a signal, two men appeared at the front 
and three at the rear door. They made 
to enter the car, but were confronted by 
two passengers with drawn 
revolvers. 


A brakeman gave an alarm and a scuffle 
ensued in which the brakeman was rough-

Patients for tlio IIIBHII« Anylnni. 


The laws of Missouri upon tho admittance 


of persons as patients to the insane, asylum 
arc so lax that it is possible for a perfectly 
sano person to bo confined among maniacs 
and made to sufTer untold torments. So 
liable, indeed, are mistake's to occur that 
nineteen cases of the kind developed last year 
alone. Let us sny n policeman finds a man 
on the street acting, as he thinks, strangely. 
IIo bustles him off in the hoodlum wagon to 
tho stntion, and the fact that the prisoner 
swears a good deal is taken as further evi- 
dence that he Is dangerous. A health depart- 
ment physician is summoned and examines 
tho supposed crazy man by talking to him 
through the bars of his cell. Tb« man is 
aggrieved, and continues stubborn and vio- 
lent in his denunciations of the men who 
have made him the trouble. The physician 
is liable to think him insane, and so reports. 
A permit is nt once made out, and tbe poor 
devil is sent to the asylum. The more he 
protests he is sane, the more the authorities 
believe he is insane. After some days of con- 
flnonient, however, he is examined calmly by 
an expert, and found to be perfectly rational. 
It ought not to be so cosy to get a man pro- 
nounced insane. In most states it is a purely 
judicial function, and the judgment of insan- 
ity Is pronounced only by a court.—Secretary 
of Board of Health in Globe-Democrat.

And this brings one to the problem of 


rapid transit in this big city. It is far from 
being satisfactorily solved at present. Tbe 
trains on the elevated roads are constantly 
clogged. It jp not unusual for one to have 
to allow two or even three trains to pass be- 
fore getting a chance to boai-d the cars. The 
big bridge between here and Brooklyn will, 
in a short time, be quite inadequate to accom- 
modate the people who want to cross it.

They acquire the Knglisb 


language more rapidly than other foreigners, 
are enthusiastic for schools and churches, 
and are an excellent class of citizens. The 
Mennonites carne almost in a body, They are 
of German blood, but had lived a century or 
more in Russia; they are in colonies in this 
and adjacent counties, are a noticeable class 
on tho streets of tills c-ity, and are commonly 
called "Roozhans." In the extreme northeast 
a good class of Canadian Liberals control two 
or three counties. In Douglass county is a 
large colony of Hollanders. And of all the 
foregoing peoples there- are scattered residents 
in many counties, while Irish, English nnd 
Germans, here as well as elsewhere., are 
diffused in tlie general populat.on. 
Four 


hundred miles north of this place, in the 
western part, of Pembina county, Is a colony 
of Icelanders. Surrounding all these < olonies 
everywhere are tbe native Americans, who 
are still a majority of the whole. 


The school and territorial census of 1885 


made the population 4W,000: and the ofllcials 
tell me that nearly all the good land in the 
southeastern division is taken. But many 
million acres of very fine land remain open 
to pre-emption in tho north, some especially 
fine not far north of Bismarck.

continuous settlement. 
In- 


deed, if a diagonal line 
were drawn 
from northeast to southwest through Bis- 
marck, nineteen-twentleths of the people 
would be en the ioutheastern side of that 
line; and unless I am badly misinformed as 
to the climate and soil of tue northwest, the 
child is not born who will lii-eto see one- 
fourth of Dakota'i population on the other 
side of the supposed diagonal. The people, 
u you know, have, therefore, simplified the 
question by dividing the territory—in their 
minda. The southern half they call Dakota, 
tbe northern Huron or Pembtoa—or North 
Dakota—latter preferred. This plan ha« not, 
however, yet been approval by eoiigreM, aj 
you probably know.

Tilt-be are condemned, profess- 


edly, b\ hoi'ifty. and in many of tin- 
States their Mile i« prohibited. But tin- 
popular mind is often so closely allied 
to the openly impure literature we con- 
demn, as to be- ic.-arcc.-ly worthy of a 
better name thuti that which is repudi- 
,atol. 
The language, it is true, is cau- 


tiously M-lec-teci to clothe the thoughts, 
but the bi-ntiment is ofl'ensive to purity 
and mural character. 
Yet this is very 


largely the class of novels that is most 
eagerly nought and read. Their ten- 
dency is uol to impi'cne nnd elevate the 
uiincl, but to lead it astray, and to low- 
er the ^taiidiu-d of morals in society. 
ll is even questionable whether novel 
reading, under anj circumstances, is 
prmluctivc of good" results. 
It leads 


the mind nn" from the common and or- 
dinary realities of life, and fixes it upon 
that which is unreal and visionary. 
The tendency is to disappointment and 
dissatisfaction when we come In grap- 
ple with facts in practical experience. 
Unhappy marriages are largely the re- 
sult of novel-reading, and to the same 
came may mainly be attributed the 
st!]>:i rations and divorces of the present 
day. 


it is folly, however, lo write of thi 


growing evil in society, unless it be ti 
induce an cfl'ort that will suppress 01 
even check the evil. 
Novel-readers 


begin early in life. 
Even the "Mothei 


(roo«e" stories and toy books of tha 
class may be accepted as the nidi 
mental tc.xl-books "f tin- infant, whicl 
create the craving for the larger nove 
of a few years later; and before the 
youthful reader is aware of it he or sh 
becomes so addicted to the perusal o 
fictitious literature that every thing of 
n more solid and practical character is 
avoided with an aversion that, is diffi- 
cult to conijiier. 


It is not unreasonable to presume 


that much of the power to prevent 
novel-reading lies with the parents— 
with the mother. 
There is an abund- 


ance of attraetne juvenile books that 
are free from the objections indicated, 
but which are just as attractive as 
"Jack, the (Hunt Killer," "Blue Bearxl" 
or "Aladdin and His Wonderful Lamp," 
and which would afford real amuse- 
ment to the child, nnd leave lasting 
moral impressions upon the mind at 
the same time. 


Later in life, the mind thus prepared 


will rarely enjoy novel-reading, if suit- 
able works on history, travels, animals, 
birds, fishes and the monsters of the 
sea, the construction of the globe, as- 
tronomy, mechanics, painting, flowers, 
etc., are placed within its reach. With 
the aid of these the mind becomes pre- 
pared by proper training to participate 
in the practical duties of life, while the 
novel-reader too often is compelled to 
admit an error in early training when 
it is too late to remedy the e\il.— Bos- 
ton Budget.
